On Sept. 20, Gov. Jerry’ Brown 
signed into law Assembly Bill No. 
1193, the Protected Bikeways Act of 
2014. The Protected Bikeways Act is 
a push by the state government to en- 
courage an increase in bicycle use and 
other alternative means of transporta- 
tion. 

The piece of legislation aims to 
help the state accomplish its goal of 
reducing carbon emissions, promoting 
healthier lifestyles and stimulating the 
economy. The Protect Bikeways Act 
will increase the power of the state 
Department of Transportation to reg- 
ulate minimum safety standards for 
bikeways and adds a new category of 
bikeways. 

“Unfortunately, too many cities 
that claim to be interested in promot- 
ing bikes are instead spending mil- 
lions on bike paths that often end up 
being little used,” Randal O’Toole, an 
avid bicyclist and Senior Fellow of the 
Cato Institute for Urban Issues and 
Transportation said. “As an active cy- 
clist, I find that these bike paths rarely 
go where I need to go. As a result, they 
are used for recreation but don’t en- 
courage bicycle commuting or other 
day-to-day use.

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Board of Control grants $625 to screen DamNation on campus 


Former Global Citizen Scholarship Program was officially 
named The Study Abroad Scholarship Program.

DamNation will be playing at the University 
Student Union on Nov. 12, at 6 p.m., courtesy of 
the Students for Sustainable Health. DamNation, 
a Patagonia Productions documentary, explores 
the environmental concerns caused by attempts 
to control water flows. Admission will be free, 
and food will be available throughout the event. 

The Students for Sustainable Health, a new 
campus organization that was started last year, 
secured funding for the film screening during 
Tuesday’s Associated Students, Inc. Board of 
Control meeting. 

The BOC deliberated about how much fund- 
ing to grant to Students for Sustainable Health for 
their event. Kelsey Reyes, an ASI senator, said 
she had some concern about how much funding 
could be granted for the event due to ASI regula- 
tions. The Board of Control ultimately voted to 
fund $625 for SSH’s showing of DamNation. 

The next funding request came from Cathy 


Sakurai , treasurer of international engineering 
honors society, Tau Beta Pi. Sakurai explained to 
the BOC about that the organization was hoping 
to attend the 2014 annual Tau Beta Pi convention 
in order to advertise California State University, 
Long Beach among engineering firms. Sakurai 
said the convention, to be held Oct. 2-4 in Spo- 
kane, Washington, will gather chapter members 
from across the world. 

It will also let them interact with several ma- 
jor firms in the engineering sector. Sakurai said 
that neighboring universities, such as the Uni- 
versity of Southern California or California State 
Polytechnic University, Pomona receive more 
attention from engineering firms when it comes 
to offering internships or entry-level positions, 
and that she hoped that attending the convention 
would improve CSULB’s reputation among engi- 
neering firms. 

Due to ASI regulations, only $50 could be 
awarded per attending student, despite the con- 
vention’s travel cost of $1,200 per person. ASI 
is able to grant larger travel grants to students if 
they are presenting to academic conferences. Af- 
ter some brief discussion, the BOC allotted Tau 
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Beta Pi $150 in funding for travel costs. 

The final grant request came from Kappa Psi 
Epsilon for the Pinay Symposium. The Pinay 
Symposium is a long-running annual event held 

by sorority, Kappa Psi Epsilon’s President Mary 
Suarez explained. 

Tresurer Kalien Clark reminded the BOC that 
a maximum of $280 in funding could be allot- 
ted to Kappa Psi Epsilon, as the sorority had not 
raised sufficient funds independently yet. Sena- 
tor Chris Myter motioned for $215 in funding to 
be granted to Kappa Psi Epsilon, and the motion 
passed unanimously by the BOC. 

Before moving on to closing remarks, the BOC 
confirmed $3,000 in funding for the International 
Student Association’s annual dinner show. Ma- 
jor grants need to be confirmed by the BOC in 
a second reading, which is why the International 
Student Association has had its funding request 
looked over multiple times. 

The penultimate agenda item in the BOC 
meeting was a new reading of the study abroad 
scholarship proposal. The scholarship is now of- 
ficially the Study Abroad Scholarship program; 
it was previously the Global Citizen Scholarship 
program. ASI Executive Director Richard Haller 
asked that the BOC “please just approve this, so 
I can get it off my desk.” The Board of Control

granted Hallers’ request. 

The respective members of BOC clapped after 
Treasurer Clark announced that the scholarship 
proposal was approved. The euphoria was only 
briefly interrupted when Senator Reyes pointed 
out they had forgot to formally discuss the pro- 
posal, but the Board of Control quickly corrected 
this and approved the scholarship proposal once 
more.

O’Toole said he thinks there are 
more effective ways to encourage 
more bike use. 

“One way, for example, is to 
create ‘bicycle boulevards’ on lo- 
cal streets that parallel arterials,” 
O’Toole said. “The boulevards 
would have a few traffic calming 
measures to discourage drivers from 
using them as through streets and 
would have a minimal number of 
stop signs to allow through bicycle 
traffic.” 

Nationwide, only 0.62 percent of 
US residents use a bicycle to get to 
work, according to the 2013 U.S. 
Census. In Long Beach, only 1.23 
percent of the population prefers bi- 
cycling. as a regular mode of trans- 
portation to work. 

‘Automobile riders pay for the con- 
struction and maintenance of roads 
through a fuel tax paid at the gaso- 
line pump. The federal fuel tax is 
18.4 cents per gallon, and California 
charges an additional 42.5 cents per 
gallon in excise and sales tax accord- 
ing to www.boe.ca.gov. Additional 
taxes are levied at the local level. 
Los Angeles County currently lev- 
ies a half-cent “Measure R” general 
sales tax to meet its regional trans- 
portation needs on top of existing 
funding sources.

Report of assault in USU game

Bicyclists do not pay a comparable 
tax, and most funds for alternative 
modes of transportation including 
bicycling, rely on revenues from au- 
tomobile fuel taxes or general state 
revenues. The Protect Bikeways Act 
makes no mention of how any new 
revenues will be collected. 

Along with the Protected Bike- 
ways Act, the California legislature 
also passed Assembly Bill No. 1183 
on Sept. 20; this piece of legislation 
will allow local government agen- 
cies to charge a maximum bicycle 
registration fee of $5 for the purpose 
of constructing and maintaining 
bikeways. This bicycle registration 
fee is one of the first of its kind; simi- 
lar attempts in neighboring Oregon 
and Washington states have failed. 

If the registration tax were en- 
acted in Long Beach, approximately 
$12,950 in gross revenue might be 
collected at current bicycling rates. 
Long Beach spent $1,331,799 in 
five years on bicycling infrastruc- 
ture according to the city’s bicycle 
master plan, according to www. 
bikelongbeach. Maintaining existing 
bikeways costs Long Beach $1,500- 
2,000 per mile per year; price varies 
depending on the bikeway class in 
question. Constructing new bike- 
ways is estimated to cost a half- 
million dollars a mile, with price 
variations depending on the class of 
bikeway.

Lt. Goodwin said that the reporting 
party filed a private-person arrest form, “meaning 
that it was a misdemeanor committed not in the pres- 
ence of officers,” which allowed them to take the sub- 
ject into custody. He was taken back to the station, 
cited, released and advised not to return for seven 
days, the Lieutenant said. 


On Sept. 25, at 3:46 p.m., police received a report 
of an assault in the game room of the USU. Lt. Good- 
win reported that a Hispanic male — measuring ap- 
proximately 5’9 — with long, straight, black hair and 
long side burns approached the victim and pushed 
him — attempting to instigate a fight. He said that 
police were not able to find the subject; a report was 
taken, and the victim did not suffer any injuries.

Brown bans 


plastic 


Oct. 01--SACRAMENTO -- Gov. Jerry 
Brown signed a bill Tuesday that makes 
California the first state in the nation to 
ban single-use plastic bags. 

Many cities and counties in the state 
already have plastic bag bans in place, 
including San Francisco, San Jose and 
Los Angeles County. With Brown signing 
SB270 by Sen. Alex Padilla, D-Pacoima, 
grocery stores and pharmacies statewide 
will phase out the use of plastic bags by 
July 2015. A year later, convenience sto- 
ries and liquor stores can no longer dis- 
tribute plastic bags. 

“This bill is a step in the right direction 
-- it reduces the torrent of plastic pollut- 
ing our beaches, parks and even the vast 
ocean itself,’ Brown said in a statement 
Tuesday. “We’re the first to ban these 
bags, and we won’t be the last.” 

SB270 provides $2 million in competi- 
tive loans to help plastic bag manufactur- 
ers convert their operations to produce 
reusable bags. Grocers will be required to 
charge at least 10 cents for each recycled 
paper bag or reusable bag provided to a 
customer. 

The bill was one of the most watched 
proposals in the Legislature this year, 
with grocers, plastic bag manufacturers 
and unions fiercely lobbying lawmakers 
about the potential loss of jobs and about 
how the 10 cents charge for recycled bags 
can be used. 

Although Brown indicated earlier this 
month that he intended to sign the bill, he 
waited until the final day in which he can 
take action on a bill. A torrent of addition- 
al bill signings and vetoes are expected 
later in the day. 

Opponents of the bill said the statewide 
plastic bag ban is government overreach, 
while others argued that the per bag fee 
grocers will charge will amount to a wind- 
fall that essentially allows customers to be 
charged twice since the cost of carry out 
bags are already factored into store prices. 


“We’re basically implementing a tax, 
a 10 cent charge per bag on our constitu- 
ents,” said Sen. Ted Gaines, R-Rocklin, 
before Brown signed the bill. “It’s actu- 
ally a profit center for grocers, because 
the cost of the bag is 2 to 3 cents, but the 
charge is going to be 10 cents. I find that 
quite frankly outrageous.” 

Padilla said lawmakers have discussed 
the merits of a statewide plastic bag ban 
for years, while local governments moved 
forward with their own. 

“A throw-away society is not sustain- 
able,” Padilla said in a statement. “This 
new law will greatly reduce the flow of 
billions of single-use plastic bags that 
litter our communities and harm our en- 
vironment each year. Moving from sin- 
gle-use plastic bags to reusable bags is 
common sense.” 

Each year, California spends $25 mil- 

lion to dispose of 14 billion plastic bags 
used annually, according to a legislative 
analysis of the bill. Plastic bags make up 
2 percent of the overall waste in Califor- 
nia, but they are the predominate form of 
marine debris. The ultimate destination 
for much of the plastic waste from Cali- 
fornia’s coast is the North Pacific Central 
Gyre, where researchers say more than 
300,000 plastic particles are found per 
square mile. 
We've seen locally that plastic bag bans 
lead to cleaner water and healthier wild- 
life, keeping trash off our beaches and out 
of our creeks,” said Save the Bay execu- 
tive director David Lewis in a statement. 
“The success of bag bans in our local 
communities has empowered state legis- 
lators to make the right decision for the 
health of California’s waterways.”

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‘Orange is the New Black’ accurately portrays 
America’s broken correctional system

With the threat of years or even decades-long 
sentences, defendants are often coerced into 
taking plea deals they do not want to take. 


nless you have been 

living under a rock 

this past year, you 

have probably heard 

of the Netflix origi- 

nal series “Orange is 
the New Black.” The show currently is 
in production for season three, which 
will be released sometime in the sum- 
mer of 2015. 

The show revolves around protago- 
nist Piper Chapman (Taylor Schil- 
ling), who is sent to a minimum- 
security for a one-year duration. 

More often than not, television 
shows and films tell non-factual 
stories about realistic fields; they 
often exaggerate for the purpose of 
entertainment. Unlike other shows 
and films, “Orange is the New Black” 
actually sheds some light on the 
inner workings of America’s broken 
correctional system. 

Firstly, correctional officers are 
often underpaid, which promotes 
widespread corruption. The low 
pay of correctional officers induces 
them to smuggle in contraband on 
behalf of the inmates as depicted in 
“Orange is the New Black,” which 
often includes drugs, weapons and 
cigarettes. Chiefly among these are 
cell phones; for example, Reuters re- 
ports that the number of contraband 
cellphones discovered by corrections 
staff jumped to more than 15,000 in 
2011, more than 10 times the 1,400 
seized in 2007. 

Kevin Melton was able to bribe 
a prison guard for a cell phone to 
use inside his cell that he then used 
to conspire a kidnapping with his 
fellow gang members. In April of 
2014, gang members operating on the 
outside mistakenly kidnapped Frank 
Janssen of North Carolina from his 
home after they mistook him for his 
assistant district attorney daughter, 
Colleen Janssen. Colleen Janssen 
had recently successfully convicted 
and sent a high-ranking gang mem- 
ber, Kelvin Melton, to prison for 
life; the kidnapping was revenge. It 


doesn’t take much to bribe someone 
who barely makes above minimum 
wage. 

Additionally, prison inmates have 
a tendency to associate only with 
those of their own race. Blacks 
hang out with Blacks, Whites hang 
out with Whites, and Latinos hang 
out with other Latinos. The Asian 
population isn’t large in the prison 
system, so Asians often have the 
luxury of choosing which group 
they’ll be with; this often comes 
down to which race they resemble the 
most. In “Orange is the New Black,” 
the White group adopted an Asian 
female because of her skin color. As 
evident by prominent prison gangs 
such as the Aryan Brotherhood, the 
Black Guerilla Family and the Mexi- 
can Mafia, associations in prison 
invariable fall along racial lines. 

The show briefly explores the sad 
truth of recidivism. Recidivism 
essentially describes an offender’s 
relapse back into criminal activ- 
ity. In the show, character Taystee 
is granted parole; unfortunately, she 
quickly reenters prison two months 
later. She blames her inability to 
obtain a job because of her incarcera- 
tion record, her lack of education, her 
non-helpful parole-officer, and the 
comfort that she felt in prison. 

The problem of recidivism is 
epidemic in the U.S. as evidenced by 
a study conducted by the Bureau of 
Justice Statistics that tracked 404,638 
state prisoners from 30 states who 
were released in 2005. The study 
found that 67.8 percent of the prison- 
ers were re-arrested within three 
years of their release and 76.6 percent 
were re-arrested within five years. 

The show also touches on the con- 
cept of disproportionate sentences. 
In the first episode of the show, it 
is explained that Piper, the main 
character, is given a one-year prison 
sentence for criminal conspiracy for 
money trafficking; she simply carried 
a briefcase on one occasion through 
an airport. 


Her prison counselor, upon viewing 
her case file, states that he “does not 
understand prison sentencing” despite 
being employed within the prison 
system for over 20 years. In response 
to widespread sentencing disparities 
across the U.S. Congress tried in 1984 
to create more uniform punishments 
with the Sentencing Reform Act. 
However, judges still have the ability 
to exercise discretion; thus, sentenc- 
ing disparities still exist. 

For example, a study conducted for 
The Associated Press by the Transac- 
tional Records Access Clearinghouse 
used data for the past five years; it 
concluded that defendants convicted 
in the Southern District of California 
for drug offenses received an aver- 
age of 17 years before Republican- 
appointed judges, as opposed to six 
years before Democratic-appointed 
judges. 

And lastly, the show briefly shows 
how state prosecutors often bully de- 
fendants into plea bargain deals. With 
the threat of years or even decades- 
long sentences, defendants are often 
coerced into taking plea deals they do 
not want to take (the New York Times 
reports that 97 percent of federal 
cases and 94 percent of state cases 
end in plea bargains as of 2012). 

The sixth amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution allows for any Ameri- 
can citizen or resident the allowance 
for a fair trial; but plea bargains 
allow for a defendant to relinquish 
this constitutional right to prosecu- 
tors in the hopes of securing a lesser 
sentence. Prosecutors like plea bar- 
gains because it is much quicker and 
simpler than an actual trial. 

In sum, “Orange is the New 
Black” deserves some applause 
for its accurate portrayal of all the 
problems that hamper the U.S. cor- 
rectional system’s ability to operate 
ethically.

What triggered the Ukraine crisis, 
and how should we respond?

Rolling over to Putin’s bullying and failing to 
establish meaningful sanctions with some 
teeth would set forth a dangerous precedent 
of appeasement. 


hile the U.S. and 
Europe spent the last 
few weeks grappling 
over how to combat 
ISIS’ rampage through 
Iraq and Syria, Russian 
President Vladimir Putin took significant steps 
to realize his long-term goal of reasserting 
Russian military and economic power in 
Europe. Western powers face a serious dilemma 
after Putin demonstrated his willingness to 
raise the stakes so severely in Ukraine. Should 
the Western powers double down and counter 
Putin’s attempts to reconsolidate power over 
ex-Soviet satellite states throughout Eastern 
Europe? Alternatively, should the Western 
powers accede to his insertion of troops in 
Ukraine and acquiesce to his bullying? 

First, some background information is 
necessary to understand the conflict: the crisis 
in Ukraine began in 2013, when then-President 
Viktor Yanukovych rejected a deal that would 
have produced greater economic integration 

“with the European Union, which largely 
emanated from a desire to appease the ethnic 
Russian voters in the East and South who voted 
him into office. 

Countries such as the United States, England 
and France have reached a near consensus 
surrounding their national identities, which 
are rooted in classical liberal ideas such 
as democracy, equality and representative 
government. However, Ukraine has faced an 
identity crisis between its pro-European west 
and its pro-Russian East for centuries because 
of “Russification” policies by Catherine the 
Great and Josef Stalin, who both shipped 
thousands of ethnic Russians to the East and 
imposed laws to secure Russian as the official 
language. 

Yanukovych’s decision in 2013 to turn 
eastward for economic relief prompted 
mass protests, which he vainly attempted to 
squash with violence; subsequently, Russia 
backed Yanukovych in the crisis, while the 
US and Europe supported the protesters. 

Then, Yanukovych was run out of the country 
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by forces who were supportive of greater 
integration with the West, and in response, 
Russia invaded and annexed Crimea in an 
attempt to salvage the injury to its influence 
over Ukraine. 

This April, Russian-backed separatists 
in eastern Ukraine began seizing territory 
and taking over government buildings; as 
the fighting intensified in August, and the 
rebels started losing ground to the Ukrainian 
military, the Russian army invaded Ukraine, 
though it still denies this, and added more 
fuel to the fire. Ivan Simonovic, UN Assistant 
Secretary General for Human Rights, has 
stated that over 2,500 Ukrainians have died 
since the fighting started. 

The difficulty of addressing this crisis 
is compounded by the resurgent Russian 
Empire’s alarming strategic posturing. 
Russia’s direct involvement in fostering 
unrest, arming separatist rebels, and even 
inserting Russian armed forces into Ukraine 
is now undeniable. NATO estimates that over 
1,000 regular Russian troops are now based 
in Ukraine, equipped with tanks, artillery 
and missiles that are capable of hitting naval 
vessels stationed at sea. 

Putin has authorized massive military 
exercises, such as the one that occurred in the 
Far East with over 155,000 troops and more 
than 600 aircraft. Additionally, the Russian 
navy announced it will at least double the 
size of the Black Sea Fleet based in Crimea by 
2020, with 80 new ships. The Russian defense 
budget, which has nearly doubled since 2010, is 
expected to rise by 18 percent this year and 22 
percent in 2015, according to Bloomberg View. 

Thus, it appears that the U.S. is once again 
locked into a game of chicken with Russia. 
Increasing NATOs presence in Ukraine and 
supporting pro-Western forces will likely 
lead to an arms race, forcing Putin to respond 
in kind. However, failing to do anything 
amounts to appeasement as English Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain has been 
accused of countless times for signing the 
Munich Agreement and accepting the Nazi-led 
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annexation of the Sudetenland in the buildup to 
World War II. 
The crisis in Ukraine is the culmination of 
diametrically opposed national identities, in 
which the West favors European integration, 
and the East favors Russian integration. 
Although Russia has legitimate interests in 
Ukraine that are currently under negotiation 
with the European Union, they do not have the 
right to dictate the terms of the negotiations 
at the barrel of a gun. A resumption of a Cold 
War-style arms race is not desirable for any

This would 
increase the pressure on Russia to adopt a less 
belligerent foreign policy, especially as it teeters 
on the brink of recession triggered by capital 
flight from panicked investors.

Six former Dirtbags for five teams 
advanced to the MLB playoffs. 


Of the 14 active Long Beach State 
Dirtbags in the MLB, six of them will 
be playing in the postseason this year. 
They each played a different role in their 
respective teams’ success, but they will 
all have an opportunity to make an im- 
pact in their respective series. 

The Dirtbag who is expected to have 
the biggest impact on his team’s chanc- 
es of winning is the Los Angeles Angels’ 
right-hander Jered Weaver. The Angels 
used an explosive offense, led by MVP 
favorite Mike Trout and first baseman 

- Albert Pujols, to win their first division 
title since 2009. 

The Angels have spent a fortune on 

free-agent signings in the last few years, 
_ but their chance of advancing in the 
- postseason is with a dominant Weaver. 
Weaver had another solid season, tied 
for first in the American League with 
18 wins to go along with his 3.51 ERA. 
* “With star right-hander Garrett 'Rich- 
ards going down with a severe knee 
injury, the Angels’ next best starter is 
C.J. Wilson, who had his worst year as 
a starter with a 4.51 ERA. A lot will rest 
on Weaver’s shoulders, but he’s proven 
before that he can carry a team. 

The Royals are in the playoffs for the 
first time since 1985, and left-hander Ja- 
son Vargas is a big reason why. The for- 
mer Dirtbag, who was signed as a free 
agent over the winter, turned in one of 
the best seasons of his career, going 11- 
10 with a career best 3.71 ERA. He also 
made 30 plus starts for the fourth time 
in five years. 

Kansas City has very good pitching 
overall, and they will lean on Vargas to 


be the reliable No. 3 starter he’s been all 
year. 

A pair of former Dirtbags helped 
the Pittsburgh Pirates reach the post- 
season for the second consecutive year. 
Right-handers Vance Worley and Jared 
Hughes gave the Pirates quality innings 
out of the rotation and bullpen, respec- 
tively. Worley had a resurgence in Pitts- 
burgh after a dismal year last year with 
the Minnesota Twins, going 8-4 with a 
career best 2.85 ERA. 

Hughes didn’t have the same impact 
as Worley, but the right-hander was still 
one of the best relievers in baseball. The 
former Dirtbag had a 1.96 ERA in 63 in- 
nings, both ranking among the best for 
qualified relievers. 

A team’s bench could be the differ- 
ence between winning and losing a 
game, especially in the postseason. The 
Washington Nationals have the luxury 
of a‘ switch-hitting infielder capable of 
hitting for power and playing three po- 
sitions. 

Danny Espinosa struggled this year 
offensively, with a lack of playing time 
contributing to his regression. He’s still 
a valuable piece though, with his skill 
set setting him apart from most role 
players. 

Matt Duffy wasn’t a major contribu- 
tor for the San Francisco Giants, play- 
ing in only 34 games and hitting a mod- 
est .267. But the former Dirtbag has the 
trust of manager Bruce Bochy, and he 
will be valuable as a late inning defen- 
sive replacement at any infield position. 
Duffy’s defensive versatility could play 
a huge role for the Giants.

49er makes USA’s national team after injury 


The water polo player had to watch all of last season on the sidelines, but is back for the new season.

Dan Matulis’ first time back in competition 
< ‘ace his serious shoulder injury was in Febru- 
~ y when he played in the Volvo Cup in Sznolnok, 
E.ungary on the 14-man USA Men's Senior Na- 
tional Team. 

Being so tall made his absence all the more no- 
ticeable when he acquired a torn labrum [shoul- 
der injury] right after the Long Beach State men’s 
water polo 2012 season ended. He was forced to 
undergo surgery and sit out the entire 2013 season. 

Despite jumping right back into competition 
with little time to train, the experience of playing 
overseas with some of the top players in the coun- 
try raised Matulis’ confidence. 

“Tt was eye-opening because it wasn’t just get- 
ting back in shape and playing water polo,” Matu- 
lis said. “But it was playing at a higher level than I 
was used to.” 

Before he jumped back into the water, Matulis 
rehabilitated for nine months. 

For Matulis, being sidelined last season had its 
pros and cons. 

“I learned a lot watching the game from the 
pool deck,” Matulis said. “The hardest thing was 
not being able to help your team in close games. 
It was pretty nerve-wracking watching because all 
you can do is cheer your heart out.” 

Matulis had a breakout 2012 season when he 
scored a team-high 69 goals. That same year, he 
was selected to the All-Mountain Pacific Sports 
Federation second team, All-MPSF All-Academic 
team and earned second-team, All-American 
honors. He entered this season with 121 goals in 
his LBSU career. 

Before Matulis committed to LBSU, he lettered 
all four years at Milford High School, in Milford, 
Ohio, where he was named to the first-team All- 
Ohio in 2007-08. 

Matulis said he began swimming at a very 
young age in his parents’ backyard pool in the 
suburbs of Cincinnati. 

“I [was on] swim teams since I was a little kid,” 
Matulis said. “I spent my summers driving to the 
pool and swimming with my friends.” 

Coming back after his surgery was no cakewalk 
for Matulis, but he said his determination to play 
helped him reach some impressive goals. 

“Tt was kind of a weird time,” Matulis said. “The 
day after I got cleared from surgery, I tried out for 
the senior national team.” 

Zacchary Kappos, who is also Matulis’ best 
friend and roommate, says Matulis leads by ex- 
ample through his work ethic. 

“He is very aware of everything around him,” 
Kappos said. “He holds me accountable; when- 
ever I make a mistake he will tell us about it or if 
there’s something that I can fix. He’s eager to say 
‘you should have done this, or [you] should have 
done that.” 

Matulis has scored 14 goals in the 10 games he 
played for LBSU this season. He earned his bache- 
lor’s degree in sports psychology last semester and 
is currently enrolled in graduate school. 

With two months left in his 49er career, Matulis 
hopes to end this season on a winning note. 

“We would love to make it to the NCAA Tour- 
nament,” Matulis said. “There are teams like 
[Southern California], UCLA and Stanford. that 
we ve never beaten since I’ve been here.”
